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Parents Give Romulus Schools eh Ratings 


for the Romulus Community Schools, 
recently announced the results of par- 
ent surveys conducted by the district 
last spring. 

"Our parens hold our schools in 
high esteem, and they gave district 
schools high satisfaction ratings in many 
areas,’ he said. 

According to Dolan, 97% to 99% of 
parents responded favorably to ques- 
tionnaire items such as: 

e "My child is safe at school." 

e "Teachers are available to students 
who want help." 

e "Students receive appropriate recog- 
nition for good work." 

e "Students are enthusiastic about 
learning.” 

e "Students like coming to school." 

e "The discipline system is fair." 

e "The principal is accessible to stu- 
dents and parents." 

Dolan also reported that parents at 
Wick Elementary School praised the 
Compass—Odyssey Online Program, 
which helped students master lessons 
during after-school sessions. 


"The program was part of the CSRD 
[Comprehensive School Reform Dem- 
onstration] grant that enabled students 
to work on lessons in a step-by-step 
fashion," he explained. "If a student did 
not pass the chapter test, he/she re- 
ceived additional training and tried 
again.” 

An award that Charles Kidwell, 
Wick's CSRD coordinator, received an 
from Electronic Data Systems (EDS) 
allowed him to make the program avail- 
able to students at home, as well. 

"Parents got weekly progress re- 
ports, and could access information 
abouttheir child's progress via the Inter- 
net," Dolan noted. "The program also 
included special pretests that allowed 
students to begin instruction at appro- 
priate levels." 

Another well-received program was 
the implementation of monthly incen- 
tive assemblies. Excellent citizenship 
[no referrals] was required in order to 
attend these entertaining programs. 

Parents and students additionally 
agreed that school buildings were clean 
and orderly. |
